Prochaska and DiClemcnte ( 1992) have identified the 
following steps in the process of change: 

Pie-contemplation: have not yet identified the need or desire for change 

Contemplation: thinking about change but may not have identified what or 

how to change 

Preparation: taking small steps towards getting ready to change (talking to people 

about it or finding out how others have changed) 

Action: in the process of changing & dealing with the difficulties and benefits of change 

Maintenance: finding ways to continue to strengthen your new way of being 

Relapse: testing what it feels like to return to old patterns

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Reducing Test Anxiety 

Some of the stress we experience before a test is appropriate - it motivates us 
to prepare adequately. However, sometimes excessive anxiety interferes 
with our ability to study and must be addressed. Here are some tips to 
decrease test anxiety: 

* Organize your material to be learned and the tools you need to study. 

* Think about the ways you will study (i.e., note cards, study group, 
reading, etc.) and visualize yourself using those methods, initiate plans 
to use the materials (call people and set a time, buy note cards, write 
down exactly what you need to learn), then implement your plan (open 
the book, show up for the study group, make your note cards). 

* Catch yourself when you think fearfully about the outcome. This is 
thinking negatively about the future and increases excessive anxiety. 
Instead, tell yourself, "I am preparing." This is staying positive in the 
present. "I am preparing," includes time spent visualizing, making plans 
to study, gathering materials, and self-care such as sleeping and eating 
healthfully. 

* During the test, if you forget an answer, think of things associated with 
the question. Our brains are organized so that that if you think of 
concepts or objects associated with the topic, you will approach the 
answer. 

* Give yourself time to allow your neurons to fire! There is no reward for 
turning in a test early. 

* If you find yourself becoming panicky during a test, breathe in with a 
count of 3 and out with a count of 6.
